representative in Bujumbura, Jacques Cuened, after visit to area in 
September, provides for feeding, housing, medical care, scheoling 
and settling on the land of 300 refugees in question for one year at 


total cost of dollars 14,000, excluding free supply of some food- 
stuffs from American sources and of certain seeds by Central 
African Republic Government.

During a conversation with Tom Jamieson last Wednesday, he 
told me that he had just learned from the American Mission in 
Geneva, (who had had it from their Embassy in Kampala) that the 
Government of the Sudan is about to offer to atriate and 
rehabilitate all the Sudanese refugees in Uganda. 


2. This offer is to be announced in a Sudanese Govern 
proclamation, which will be made through the Organisa 

Afric Unity,,. and will welcome the return of the refug 
repatriation and rehabilitation I underst will be supervised by 

a 5 country observation team from e OAU o will ensure that 
adequate conditions exist in the Sudan for the return of the 
refugees and also that the refugees do not constitute a security 

risk to the Government of the Sudan. A six-man committee consisting 
of three Usandans and three Sudanese will work out a programme for 
the repatriation. 


De The Government of the Sudan will resettle the refugees in 

their villages of origin and will guarantee immunity from trial 

for offences prior to 10 December 1964. They will also 
guarantee to the returning refugees, irrespective of race, relision 
or political affiliation, Human Rights and treatment equivalent to 
those accorded to other Sudanese nationals, e.g. freedom of religion 
and the right to participate in Government. They will also grant 
the refugees freedom from taxation for at least one year following 
their return to the Sudan. 


4. Jamieson said he understood from the Americans that sreat 
propaganda was being made from this in Kampala, but thought it odd 
that, if this were so, the High C issioner's representative had 
not found it necessary to report it. However, for tt i

Tue Uganda Government and a visi 
Sudanese Government delegation last ni 
signed an agreement under which the Sud 
will repatriate and rehabilitate Sudanese 
refugees currently living in Uganda. It is 
estimated there are more than 40.000 of 
them. 


The Sudanese Government has also agreed 
to the establishment of an observation team 
from five countries of the O.A.U. Commission 
on Rrefugees to supervise the arrangements for 
the repatriation and resettlement. It will en- 
sure that conditions in the Sudan are adequate 
for the refugees’ return and ensure their con- 
duct does not constitute a security risk to the 
Sudanese Government, 

The Minister of Planning and Community Develop- 
ment, Mr, Adoko Nekyon, and the Minister of Internal 
Affairs, Mr:~Felix Onama, later” briefly discussed the 
agreement with leaders of the Sudanese refugee com- 
munity. 

Under the agreement the Sudanese Government will
